BE POSSESSED BEFORE WO- 
MEN CAN VOTE. 


She must be twenty-one years of 
age and upwards and have resided in 


the state six months and in the town- 
ship or ward in which she resides 
twenty days next preceding election. 

Any unmarried woman twenty-one 
years of age and over, born in the 
United States can vote. 

Any unmarried woman, foréign 
born, twenty-one years of age or ov- 
er, whose father was naturalized be- 
fore she was twenty-one can vote. 

Any married. woman, twenty-one 
years of age or over regardless of 
where she was born can vote if her 
husband is an American citizen. 

A woman cannot vote if married 
to an alien. When she marries an 
alien, even though she was born in 
this country, she loses her citizenship 
and becomes a citizen of the country 
of which her husband is a subject.

kursk. while the tired column of Am- 
ericans composed mostly of three 
Hurtdred and. Thirty-ninth infantry, 
(Detrvit’s Own), Russians and British 
which had evacuated Shenkursk, 
marched in a detour over the deep 
snow, evading a force of several hun- 
dred of the enemy, who waited on the 
main highroad to trap the column in 
its retreat. ,

in the cold and 10 days of hard fight. 
ing, the Americans and other. troops 
of the Allied forces at Shegovari, 
about 30 miles north of Shenkursk on 
Vaga river.

Gen. March Says Expeditionary Force 
May Be All Home in Six Months. 


Washington.—General March, ch'ef 
of staff, informed the senate military 
committee that shipping arrange. 
ments had been made by which 30u.- 
000 men might be transported home 
monthly and that all of the American 
expeditionary force could be returned 
home and demobilized within six 
months, 

There are still about 785,000 men 
in camp in the United States and all 
will be demobilized within a month 
from today, except those retained for 
“overhead” duty, General March add. 
ed, Up to noon last Saturday, he said, 
104,000 men had arrived from over- 
Seas. 

‘How many Americans will be held 
abroad in the army of occupation is 
to be determined by President Wi- 
son, General March stated, but more 
Americans already have been de- 
signated for return home than orig 
inally proposed by Marshal Foch. He 
indicated that 10 divisions had been 
suggested as America’s contribution 
to the army of occupation. 

Discussing demobilization plans, 
generally, with the committee, Gencral 
March said retention of an American 
standing army of 500,000 was pro. 
posed. 

“We don't ever expect to reduce be- 
low 600,000 men—if we can help it,” 
he said.

The oniy reason science has thus 
far assigied for this fact is because 
the Japen stveamof warm water flows 
along the western shore of the conti- 
nent far into the cold seas of the Arc- 
tie circle ar: the ecnflict of warm and 
cold creates simosrherie disturbanc- 
es. When su: conflict isnot serious, 
as in the pre case, low pressure 
settles over tie Aleutians and re- 
mains indefinitely. As long as Alas- 
ka has this mild weather to hand out, 
the United States will have little need 
for coal shovels. 

But when the low pressure moves 
over to the Hawaiians and the high 
pressure swaps places with it as it did 
a year ago, then will came the cold 
weather and violent storms. There 
is no evidence yet that the two areas 
ave preparing to move. That is why 
the mild weather may last the month 
out and perhaps Iebruary also.

TOTAL ECLIPSE OF THE SUN. 


On the morning of January 24th, 
1925, at eight o’clock a total eclipse 
jof the sun will pass over Duluth, 
Grayling, Toronto, Rochester, Bing- 
hampton, Poughkeepsie and New 
Haven. 

Grayling is located near the middle 
of the eclipse path and may be chosen 
for the location of an observing party, 
provided the chances of clear skies 
prove to be favorable. 

Cloud observation from 1918 to 
1924 should assist in deterntining this 
and P. G. Zalsman, who took these 
observations last year is busy again 
this year. The observation is taken 
from January 9th to February 9th, 
and Mr. Zalsman makes report on the 
clouds as they are in the east, and al- 
so in the Heavens, at 7:30, 8:00 and 
8:30 a.m. So far 4ét does not look 
very promising for the observing 
party, as we do not see the sun very 
often in the morning, although. the 
sun has shown a great deal during 
the day. While this is the condition 
in Grayling, they may even be better 
than they are in any of the other 
prospective observatories and it is 
possible that when the time arrives 
we may have the privilege of a visit 
from some of the World's greatest 
estronomers.

Lewis to have a 
resolution instructing the clerk of the 
house and the secretary of the senate 
to correct the language of the original 
resolution, fell down in the house. The 
members felt miffed over the first 
error and wanted to be sure that it 
was not being steered wrongly a sec- 
ond time. ¢ 

An opinion therefore was sought 
from the attorney general’s office and 
Deputy Attorney General Doherty in. 
formed the members that in his opin- 
fon the original ratification was a 
nullity, the exact amendment sub- 
mitted by congress not having beea 
Passed. The anly logical thing to do, 
he held, was to forget the first vote 
and do !t all over. His advice was 
accepted, The vote was unchanged 
from that of January 2, except that 
about twenty house members were 
away on visits to state institutions. 
Among them was Rep, Daprato, one 
of the three “no” voters of the legis- 
Jature. The other two “noes”, Rep. 
Fred J. White, of Detroit, and Rep. 
John Holland, of Gogebic, stuck to 
their old vote. 

The net result of the bobble over 
the original resolution is that Michi. 
gan loses its rank as the sixteenth 
state to ratify and lands somewhere 
along about fortieth in the list of 
states, 


Two big state commissions have 
made their reports to the legislature 
and submitted bills based on théir 
findings. One ts trom the budget com. 
mission and the other from the com- 
pensation law commission. 

The latter recommends increasing 
weekly compensation from the $10 
and $4 maximum and minimum to $14 
and $7; increasing the percentage of 
compensation from 50 to 60 per cent 
of the weekly wage; extending med- 
{cal attention to three months; reduc- 
ing the waiting period, for cempensa- 
tion to start, to the eighth day; in. 
creasing total disability maximum 
from $4,000 to $6,000, to be paid in 
500 weeks, as now; and allowing the 
state accident board, in its discretion, 
to extend payments in partial dis- 
ability cases beyond 300 weeks, 

The budget commission recom. 
mends standardizing salaries and 
wages paid by the state, It shows 
that some of the most important of 
the state's responsibilities are in the 
hands of men who are only paid $2,590 
to $2,800 a year, and that justices of 
the supreme court are pasd still on a 
basis fixed in 1893, getting less than 
many circuit judges in the stute are 
paid. 

The state’s expenses for food, cloth- 
ing and coal at state institutions are 
due to fail at less ten per cent in 1919 
and twenty per cent in 1920 on food 
and clothing, and from twenty to thir- 
ty-five per cent on coal, owing to the 
end of the war, it is stated, and these 
reductions were taken into account in 
estimating expense for the coming two 
years. 

Highway development is especially 
urged by the commission, which made ! 
liberal allowance for this in its esti- 
mates owing to the wide demand for | 
goad raada.

Lieutenants; twenty 
sergeants, thirty corporals; and one 
hundred snd fifty troopers, The 
troopers may be dismissed from the 
service by the commanding officer.

removable only by the governor and 
‘only for inefficiency or misconduct. 

The sum of $376,000 a year is asked 
for maintenance of the state police. 
Salaries provided by the bill . are 
$5,000 for the commanding officer; 
32,600 for the adjutant-quartermaster; 
$2,400 each for the captains; $2,000 |. 
each for the Ifeutenants; $1,200 each 
for the sergeants; $90 per month cach 
for the corporals; and §75 per month 
each for the troopers, except in. their 
first six months of service, when it 
would be $65 a month. 5 

An increase of $100 a year each for 
officers and $60 a year each for troop- 
ers is provided, for a maximum period 
of five years, increases tn stop after 
that time of service. All applicants 
must be citizens of good moral charas- 
ter and able to pass satisfactory phy- 
sical aud mental examinations, They 
would have 24 days furlough each 
year, 

The force would be equipped with 
uniforms, quarters and horses. The 
railroads and steamboats would carry 
them on requisition orders, to he paid 
Jater by the state. The commanding 
officer would establish loca} headquar. 
ters In various places about the state 
to which the troopers and their offi. 
cers would be best Jocated for efficient 
work, i 

The troopers could make arrest 
without warrants whenever they saw 
any law-betng violated and would as- 
sist local police about the state when- 
ever possible, Tiey are barred from 
accepting any fees of any nature for 
performance of their duties.

An interesting project is found in a 
bill introduced by Rep. Frank A. 
Smith, of Wexford county. It aims 
to create a “county board of educa- 
tional assistance”, to consist of the 
county school commissioner, secre- 
tary of the poor board and prosecuting 
attorney, To this board crippled per- 
sons desirous of learning some trade 
or get other training which would en- 
able them to earn livelihoods, but who 
are without funds sufficient to see 
them through, could make application 
for assistance. The board could help 
them to the extent of $490 a year each, 
as well as in finding the proper place 
to learn. The bill provides that the 
state pay one-half the expense the 
county assumes in thia line. It also 
jg provided that those alded may re. 
pay the state and county afterwards, 
giving their notes {if so desired. 

A state purchasing agent, with a 
two year term of office, is created by 
a bill introduced by Rep. Young. Such 
agent would lock after the purchase 
of all supplies, merchandise and art- 
icles of every description needed for 
the operation and maintenance of all 
state penal, reformatory or charitable 
institutions. Each institution would 
have a storekeeper to receive the sup 
plies from the purchasing agent and 
look after their use, 


The house is in an investigating 
mood these days.
